Selectmen's  Report. 

Our  financial  transactions  of  the  past  official  3^ear, 
contained  in  the  preceding  report,  are  respectfully 
submitted  to  the  inhabitants  of  Alton.  By  reference  to 
the  report  of  last  year,  the  town's  net  indebtedness  was 
$381.12.  The  case  of  Sarah  F.  Miller,  for  damage  to  her 
person  by  stepping  into  a  hole  in  the  bridge  across  the 
river  near  her  house,  was  settled  last  March  by  the  town 
paying  her  $600.  Our  bills  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
poor  are  nearly  the  same  as  last  year.  The  county  of 
Belknap  and  the  city  of  Dover  paid  into  our  treasury 
$196.30  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  chargeable  to  the  county 
and  city. 

The  cost  of  breaking  the  roads  for  the  years  1885  and 
1886  was  $694.16.  Our  summer  highway  work  exceeds 
the  tax  raised  by  the  sum  of  $393.24.  It  will  be  seen  that 
during  the  past  year  the  debt  incurred  by  building  the 
new  road  one  year  ago  has  been  paid,  also  the  $600  hired 
to  pay  Sarah  F.  Miller,  and  there  remains  now  in  the 
treasury  $614.24.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  whole  amount  of  money  raised  by  tax  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools  was  $1560  50;  amount  of  literary  fund, 
$153  11  ;  amount  of  railroad  tax  appropriated  for  support 
of  schools,  $150 ;  entire  amount  of  school  revenue, 
$1863  61.  The  expenses  for  the  year  have  been  $1633  08. 
The  expenditures  include  :  Teachers'  salaries,  including 
board,  $1540  69;  fuel,  $50  25;  repairs,  $14  82 ;  miscella- 
neous, $2*7  32.  There  have  been  thirty-one  terms  of  school 
during  the  year,  taught  by  twenty  different  teachers,  two 
males  and  eighteen  females.  Whole  number  of  different 
scholars  registered,  230 ;  number  that  studied  arithmetic, 
18*7;  algebra,  12;  grammar,  91;  geography,  104  ;  history, 
18  ;  physiology,  30  ;  geometry,  17  ;  reading  and  spelling; 
230. 

District  No.  1.     Formerly. 

In  what  was  formerly  district  No.  1  there  has  been  no 
school  the  past  year.  The  scholars  living  at  the  lower  part 
went  into  New  Durham,  and  those  at  the  upper  part  went 
out  to  the  Morrison  school.

The  first  term  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Car- 
rie A.  Burke.

Your  committee  would  state  that  in  their  judgment 
these  schools  have  generally  been  taught  by  competent 
instructors,  and  that  a  most  desirable  and  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  There  have  been 
a  few  cases  where  there  seems  to  have  been  a  lack  of 
adaptation  for  the  work  of  teaching  and  governing. 

The  co-operation  of  parents  has  much  to  do  with  the 
success  of  teachers,  and  we  would  urge  upon  them  the 
necessity  of  visiting  the  school  in  which  their  children  are 
instructed,  in  order  to  satisfy  themselves  by  personal 
observation  as  to  the  progress  made  and  the  condition  of 
the  school,  'also  to  speak  a  few  encouraging  words,  for 
there  is  nothing  that  inspires  the  ambition  of  a  teacher  like 
words  of  sympathy  and  encouragement  from  parents. 
Encourage  your  children  to  study  at  home,  and  assist  them 
all  you  can.  See  that  they  are  at  school  in  season  for  the 
opening  exercises,  and  do  not  keep  them  at  home  a  single 
day  unless  you  have  a  valid  cause,  for  no  school  can  be 
successful  unless  the  scholars  are  prompt  and  regular  in 
their  attendance  and  interested  in  their  studies.  If  we 
would  have  better  schools  we  must  all  have  more  interest 
in  them. 

We  are  grieved  to  say  that  death  has  again  entered 
the  ranks  of  our  teachers.  Miss  Ada  E.  Mooney  died  on 
the  3d  day  of  January,  aged  39  years.  She  was  a  lady  of 
excellent  scholarship,  and  had  taught  in  this  town  more 
thad  twenty  years.  She  crowned  a  life  of  usefulness 
with  a  death  of  fervent  faith,  and  leaves  a  grateful  memory 
to  be  cherished  in  the  hearts  of  her  many  friends  and  pupils. 

Your  committee  have  individually  and  collectively  vis- 
ited each  school  at  the  commencement  and  again  at  the 
close,  and  have  made  such  suggestions  as  they  thought 
proper  for  the    interest  of  both  teacher  and  scholars.     Of 
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the  various  branches  that  have  been  taught,  physiology 
and  geometry  have  received  more  than  the  usual  amount 
of"  attention.  One  hundred  and  seventy-three  scholars  have 
practiced  writing.  The  books  have  been  very  neatly  kept, 
and  are  free  from  blots.  The  registers  show  a  list  of  109 
names  of  scholars  who  have  not  been  absent  or  tardy  a  half 
day  of  a  term. 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-two  visits  have  been  made 
by  parents  and  citizens  during  the  year.  The  district 
property  in  the  way  of  buildings  is  generally  in  good  re- 
pair, with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  Stockbridge  Corner 
and  Loon  Cove.  These  ought  to  be  repaired  the  coming 
year,  and  sufficient  appropriations  for  repairing  the  same 
should  be  made  at  the  annual  meeting.  We  intend  early 
in  the  spring  to  have  the  blackboards  painted  in  all  the 
school-rooms,  and  make  such  other  improvements  as  our 
means  will  allow.
